5. Claims 1 and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the claim objections set 
forth in this Office Action. 
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6. Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

7. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1.1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 



Reasons for Allowance 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-20. 

For independent claims 1 and 1 1, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a 
heating apparatus comprising controlling means controlling electric power supply to said heating 
member on the basis of a result of detection by said first temperature detecting means; and 
judging means forjudging on the basis of a result of detection by said second temperature 
detecting means whether electrical energization of said heating member should be effected 
before the start of movement driving of said moving member in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 
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Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are allowed due to their dependency on allowed claims 1 and 11, 
respectively.
